A total of 09 boxers from 
. IB countries in all five conti- 
nents competed for the first 
time In 12 divisions. 


Tbe USSR won Tour gold 
and four sliver medals at Lhe 
world Cup tournament ended 
in Montreal's Maurice Richer 
gym. Twice European cham- 
pion Serlfe Konakbayev, from 
Dzhambul (67 kg division), 
made a splendid showing, be- 
coming lhe only of the field 
to have twice won the Cup 
after dofoatlog Rasiiko Lorn- 
sky, of Bulgaria, in the finals. 
He triumphed In the first Cup 
la New York In 1979 (63.5 kg 
division). 

European tltllst Vasily Sbl- 
elvov, from Kuibyshev 
(63.5 kg), defeated Canada's 
Ricky Andersen; Alexander 
Krupin, from Kostroma (61 kg), 
beat Johny Williams - of the 
USA,' and Valery Abadzhan, 
from Voronezh (91 (tg), pre- 
vailed over American Johny 
Casa. The 23-year-old Soviet 
debutant was the only finalist 
to clinch tho victory before Jhe

In a Tbilisi elimi- 
nation gamo. 

The USSR wall deserved the 
win. dominating throughout tha 
game. Already thirteen minutes 
into tbe first half Darasella 
scared the opener, five minutes 
later Blokhnln netted anulher 
goal, and Gavrilov clinched the 
victory In the 64th mloato. 

A crowd of 80.000 came to 
see tha game. 

Incidentally, the USSR missed 
tha 1974 and I97B world cham- 
pionships. 

Flynn, of Wales, and Sulak- 
vehdze, of the USSR, were voted 
the men of tho gamo and 
awarded special prizes offered 
by the "Soviet Weakly" paper 
published In Britain.

LEOMD BREZHNEV 
m THE FRO 


Bonn. On October 22, Leoulil 
Brezhnev arrived Imre at the 
invitation o( the FRG Federal 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. He 
Is accompanied by Andrei Gro- 
myko. Soviet Minister ol Fore- 
ign Affairs, and by Ivan Arkhi- 
pov. First Vice-Cha liman ol Lhe 
USSR Council of Ministers. On 
the very same day, Leonid 
Brezhnev and Helmut Sclunidl 
had a discussion In the Caslle of 
Gyninicli where the Soviet dele- 
gation Is slaying. 

in accordance wllh protocol, 
lhe ofilcial ceremony of wel- 
come for Leonid Brezhnev took 
place on October 23. lie was 
warmly greeted by Helmut 
Schmidt and by meinteus ol his 
cabinet 

Official Sovlel-Wesl Ccii.nn 
talks have taken place el tin- 
Federal Chancellor's oil ice. 

During the talks, the two 
sides discussed inlernoiiomil 
issues ol mutual Interest. Leonid 
Brezhnev suggested that alteu- 
llon sliould be focused on the 
most important of these — how 
lo avert the threat hanging os'et 
Europe In view ol the plans to 
deploy new types of American 
missiles there. It was emphasized 
that, as in the past, the Soviet 
Union continued to believe that 
the existing approximate equali- 
ty and parity were sufficient lo 
ensure defence and that It Inten- 
ded to proceed from this prin- 
ciple in the negotiations with 
• the United States that are due 
to start on November 30, In Ge- 
neva. 

Leonid Brezhnev put forward 
a number of concrete conslde ra- 
tions on various posaible. ap- 
proaches to a mutually accep- 
table aolutlon. Ha emphasized

on a moratorium, supplementing 
these with substantive additions. 
He stressed that it was intended 
to proceed ' from a constructive 
app.roach during the forthcom- 
ing Geneva - talks and said he 
hoped that this approach would 
be met w|ih understanding and 
duly appreciated both In Wash- 
ington and Bonn. • 

Helmut Schmidt expressed his 


Ideas and views on tbe limita- 
tion of nuclear arms In Europe. 
He said that the FRG remained 
Lhe Soviet Union's partner in the 
cause of preserving peace. The 
Federal Chancellor spoke in 
favour of continued dialogue 
and wider cooperation between 
East and West, and noted that, 
within the scope of Its respon- 
sibility, the FRG was ready lo 
contribute lo a positive course 


of world development. During 
the talks, tha Chancellor defen- 
ded NATO'a so-called double 
decision which provides (or the 
additional deployment of Amer- 
ican medium-range nuclear mis- 
siles In Europe. 

Leonid Brezhnev explained the 
Soviet altitude to the decision 
taken by tha Reagan Administra- 
tion to go' ahead wllh the maiiu-

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WASHINGTON AIDS AND 
ABETS TERROR IN EL SALVADOR 


tendon. Washington has bo- 
come an accomplice ol the mur- 
ders and terror unleashed by 
Hie Salvadoran Junta against 11a 
own people, writes the "New 
Statesman** weekly. Alleging the 
need to combat lha "communist 
Infiltration In El Salvador* 1 , the 
American Administration is try- 
ing to lake lie claim for the 
right to Interfere In the Internal 
affairs of this Central American 
country, St is stressed In the ar- 
ticle. 


The United States la granting 
the junta millions In credits, 
arms and ammunition, and is 
sanding military advisers and 
specialists to El Salvador. Salva- 
doran servicemen are being 
trained at US military bases in 
Florida. The "New Statesman 11 
also emphasizes that the United 
Slates* aggressive intentions 
against El Salvador can be seen 
from plans drawn up In Wash- 
ington, codenamed "Beta" and 
"Charlie", for a direct military 
invasion of El Salvador.

The trial la In progress 
here, by military tribunal, ol 
those responsible for the assas- 
sination of President SadaL 24 
people Ilguco b\ the indictment. 
At tho top of the list are the 
four pcoplo who carried out the 
attempt on the late President's 
I 'In, headed by f{, at-telambouli. 
Senior Lieutenant In the Egypti- 
an army. The military prosecu- 
tor's office has demanded the 
death penalty for all the accused. 

According to the indictment, 
the latter were aiming at a coup 
d'etat In order to get Egypt pro- 
i' 1 . aimed "nn Islamic republic”. 
The investigation as revealed 
that Sadat's asrassl nation was to 
bu the first atop towards this 
goal. 

The Investigators have also es- 
tablished that (lie accused men. 


who Include people of varying 
ages and professions living In 
different parts of tho country, 
formed the nucleus of the plot. 
The mastermind and the leading 
spirit behind tho coup was en- 
gineer Muhammad Abdel Salam 
Parag. 

Apart from ft rag and his Im- 
mediate associates, serious ac- 
cusations face two other people 
—Omar Abdel Rahman, a former 
theology professor at the Univer- 
sity of Assiut, and A. az-Zurara, 
a Lieutenant Colonel in the Egyp- 
tian or my. Press reports describe 
the former as the religious spirit 
of the organization, and the lat- 
ter aa its practical leader. 

At the request or the lawyers, 
the trial has been adjourned un- 
til November 30.

AMERICAN NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN EUROPE 

In his article in P11AVDA, A. Petrov comments on President 
Reagan's statement that Ihe Untied Stales and NATO allegedly 
have no medium-tango weapons in Europe. Like many other 
similar pronouncements on "Soviet military superiority” ap- 
pearing in the West, Petrov says, Reagan's statement singles 
out only one element — ground-based mtsslles— horn the 
overall alignment ot nuclear forces. The other elements, lor 
Instance, naval missiles, bombers and other weapons are 
Ignored. 

The article gives figures on the forward -based American 
nuciear weapons and on ihe nucicar missiles and afreraii* 
borne weapons al tho disposal ot Britain and Prance. 

The American leaders cannot conceal their drive tor 
superiority In Europe by Issuing statements ol their withdrawal 
ol 1,000 nuclear warhands from tho continent . Europe Today Is 
lam- packed with American nuclear ammunition ol different 
yields and dcsttnallnra. According to the Pentagon, the 
Untied Stales has more than 7,000 nuclear warheads Including 
2,500 lor US and other NATO aircraft, more than 3,000 nuclear 
artillery rounds , und nearly 500 warheads tor Lance, Honest 
John and Pershing mtutlcs, etc., in Western NATO countries. 
The withdrawal ol 1,000 ol these weapons, which arc anyway 
described In the Western Press as being obsolete and as no 
longer ntccflnp modern standards, does nothing to tower 
American nuclear capability In Europe. 

BLIND ILLUSION 

Tensions hava been escalating In Central America despite 
Mexico's efforts to achfevo a political solution lo problems 
Ihoro. Mexican President Joso Lopci Portillo told APN spe- 
cial correspondents K. Khachaturov and V, Ttavhtn In an In- 
terview carried by IZVUSTIA The solution ol the Salvador 
problem, f nr instance, bo stressed, must Involve all who 
enjoy real power to enable the country to follow fha 
democratic path ol development and Implement tho will ol the 
El Salvadoran people. Attempts at unilateral solution ol the con- 
tact. ho emphasized, barring participation ol all sections In- 
volved in It. aro doomed to la f lure. This Is no policy but a 
blind Illusion, ho pointed out. Such fs tho llrm conviction ol 
Mexico. People In Nicaragua should bo given the opportunity 
to Independently solve their economic and other problems 
without any outside Intorlorcnco. Non-inlcrlcrence In tha In- 
ternal allalts ol other nations, the president pointed out. la 
an underlying principle ol Mexican foreign policy. Including 
relations in such a co nlltct-nddcn region as Centred America.

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CARPET MUSEUM IK AZERBAIJAN 


In the carpet museum In Azerbaijan, situated 
In the ancient fortress of Baku, there are 6,000 
carpots, each one Is a real work ol art. Museum 
stafl worked hard to collect tho exhibits from 
remote mountain villages. The fame ol Azer- 
baijan carpet-makora has spread far beyond the 
borders of the Soviet Union. Examples of Ibeir 
handicraft are to bo seen In the Louvre, and In 
the museums of Loudon and Vienna. Visitors to 
the Baku museum are especially struck by the 
carpets woven Ln flm 17 lh century in Shlrvana 
with their amazingly tine decoration. 

Carpets are always a seu ot colours and not 
one ol them resembles the other. In the past, 
each master mixed his own colours which stood 


up well to the sun and to lime. Thu carpets were 
mudo In the following way: once woven, n car- 
pel was removed (rom the loom and laid out In 
the street (or iwn-lhreu months. All passers-by 
walked over It. Tho c.upul was then washed. 

The carpels produced by Hie present-day 
masters reflect tho skills and artistry of Iholr pre- 
decessors. At studios, lending carpel -weavers 
slinro their know-how with young people. And 
credit that this traditional Azerbaijanian art has 
not been forgotten but, on lha contrary, Is today 
ns healthy as (I ever was, must also be given to 
l liu museum. The carpets In Its collection serve 
ns n Hue school for young weavers. 


SPITSBERGEN’S PAST 


Was the Polar night shorter 
tn the past? This question war. 
put Lo their colleagues by Lenin- 
grad botanists, who returned 
irom an expedition to Spitsber- 
gen In the Arctic. Urey had 
collected there remains of fos- 
silized trees and ferns, which 
grew there 60-40 million years 
ago In the so-called Tertiary Pe- 
riod. 

Among Uiq finds are pails uf 
tree trunks and Imprints of 
leaves of the palm, sequoia, 
birch and maple trees. The ex- 
pedition also discovered remains 
of pre-ldstdrlc birds, tortoises 


and alligators. The natural con- 
ditions at ’ancient Spitsbergen 
corresponded roughly to those 
presently at the latitude of the 
Tropic of Ctincer. It Is believed 
that Spitsbergen had humid and 
warm Bummer and dry winter 
with an average annual tempe- 
rature of 16 degrees above zero. 

It is not excluded, the scien- 
tists believe, that In those times 
the terrestrial axis has a lesser 
than now Inclination towards 
the equator plane and the Polur 
night was considerably shorter 
and lighter, or there was no 
Polar night at alL 


Stonehenge in Kazakhstan

New medicines from 
the ocean depths 

An expedition from the Paci- 
fic Institute or Bloorganlc Chem- 
istry of Lhe Far Eastern Centre 
of the USSR Academy of Sciences 
has set off for the Indian Ocean 
aboard the "Professor Bogo- 
rov ,, 1 the Centre's research ves- 
sel. The ship Is equipped with 
modern laboratories, a deep- 
dlvlng station, a vivarium for 
test animats and computers. The 
waters surrounding the Island 
of Madagascar contain a real 
treasure-trove of sea organisms 
and algae possessing medicinal 
properties which have great po- 
tential for the development of 
new medicines. Some of these, 
obtained by previous expedi- 
tions, are already undergoing 
successful tests.

ASTRONOMICAL 
DISCOVERY 
OF LENINGRAD'S 
SCIENTISTS 

The nearest "block hide'* — 
a mysterious si ijscr -dense con- 
renti at ton of mailer which iloos 
not let out light ami radio 
waves— is holed In the centre 
of the globular cluster Omega, 
constellation Ceulaurl, Soviet 
scientists maintain. They have 
come to this conclusion ofter 
astronomers and uiailiemnildans 
■ if Leningrad Unlvorbily 
“weighed" the cliisier Omega 
using original methods. Us mass 
turned out to be great— trillion 
Limes more Lhan that of the sun. 

The method of determining 
the mass of faraway stars, work- 
ed out by Leningrad researchers, 
is based on taking Into account 
ihe effect of ihe interaction be- 
tween the gravitational pool of 
globular clusters Bnd stars pas- 
sing by. Tho latter change the 
route and speed of their space 
flight. 

The figure determined for 
Omega, In the constellation Cen- 
taur! was nearly a thousand 
times larger than previously 
thought. It Is so much incompar- 
able with the overall density ol 
the stars concentrated in the 
cluster that, according to experts, 
the only logical explanation Is 
presented by lha existence of a 
"black hole'* Inside lha huge 
duster of hundreds of thousands 
of stars.
